arm methods” by arbitrarily set- 
ting up a provisional government 
and then inviting all parties to 
| participate, 

Something reminiscent of this 
~though much milder—has now 
been proposed in New Delhi by 
Dr. N, B, Khare, a Hindu and a 
}member of the Viceroy’s Execu- 
| tive Council (cabinet). 

Dr, Khare’s proposa! is that, if 
}other steps fail, Britain make 
| effective the federal constitution 

endcted by the British Parlia- 
; ment in 1935 but never put into 

operation. That would provide a 
much greater degree of auto 
j}nomy and bring more Indians 
| into the government. 
| . This, of course, wouldn’t fill 
| the bill for the Indians by a long 
| Shot, ‘They want absolute inde 
| pendence. However, they do 
| Tecognize that there must be an 
j interim. period of — provisional 
government and it might be that 
} the .constitution of 1935 would 
| furnish the necessary. vehicle— 
|always provided the idea was 
carried out with. tiberality and 
vision and an utter absence of 
red tape 
}-o=Bistablishment-~of. .a.—coalition. 
| provisional government’ would 
be radical, and probably unique. 
| Any political party which didn’t 
| wish to participate could stand 
| aside and the rest would carry 
on. If none of the parties was 
willing to take part, then at least 
| Britain would have: done all that 
| could be expected of her and she 
would be free to govern India as 
she saw fit. 

Of course objectors to such an 
|} idea can dig up a thousand ob- 
stacles. The {dea isn’t orthodox! 
Certainly it- isn’t, but orthodoxy
